Loomis and recorded, it aopcara that 
on one-Sfth pare of the land surface ot 
the globe the average annual rainfall is 
less than ten inches, and that on oven a 
larger surface the fail is so slight as to 
render the land valueless for agricul- 
tural purposes, except in tho limited 
district which permits of irrigation. 
There is an extensive rain belt along 
the Atlantic coast from thirty-five de- 
grees north to thirty-three degrees 
^outh, with the exception of districts in 
Mexico and Texas, where the average 
raiufall u fifty inches. 
There are belts 


of country acre's South America and 
Africa and the islands of the East In- 
dian Archipelago which form an eijua- 
torial rain-belt'of about l.UOii miles in 
breadth where the rainfall averages 
fifty inches. 
There are 
also similar 


belts across Africa, Asia, and in sections 
of Australia, North and South America, 
where the rainfall averages only leu 
inches and oven less, but the only por- 
tion of Europe which is properly termed 
a rainless district i< a small portion of 
Spain, where the faH in les.n than ten 
inches per annum. Tlio most.remarka- 
blo raiubelt extends from the Atlantic 
coast across Northern Africa and east- 
ward to the Indus, its length being 4,500 
raile-i and its breadth I ,<.•()() miles, in 
which the rainfall is about seventy-five 
inches. Prof. Loomis drew no deduc- 
tions from hi-; observations, but 1'rof. 
Guyot, tho geographer of Princeton Col- 
lege, has pnb'ish»<.l a payer on thn ex- 
istence in both hemispheres of a dry 
terrestrial none.

One of the most terrible and 
fatal 


railroad accidents that ever occurred 
in this part of the country happened 
on the George's Creek & Cumberland 
railroad, running from Cumberland 
to Danoconing, to-day. 
Three coal 


trains, consisting of three locomo- 
tives, twenty-two hoppers and seven- 
teen gondolas, all loaded, started 
from Cumberland all coupled togeth- 
er, about two o'clock this afternoon. 
In going down one of the grades, 10 
miles from Cumberland, the train 
started down a steep incline at a fear 
ful rate. 
It kept the track until it 


came upon a trestle work having a 
reverse curve. 
The front engine 


then flew tho track, dragging all 
the men, C9 cars and the locomotives 
after it, rolling and tumbliug down 
a steep hill between 80 and 100 foot 
high onto the tracks of the Eckhart 
branch of the Cumberland & Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 
The loss of life is 


fearful; seven dead bodies have been 
takee from the wreck and more are 
missing. 


Each train consisted of a conduc- 


tor, two brakemen, u fireman and nu 
engineer, in all l- 
r> human beings,not 


one of whom can be found alive to 
tell the talo. It is supposed that 
other bodies are either among tho 
ruins or that they jumped to save 
their lives and aro lying down tho 
mountain somewhere, dead or badly 
hurt, and if exposed to a night like 
this will surelv freeze to death.

A Mairnlflcent Brick and Btone Structure 


Heated by Steam. 


THE PROm OCCUPANTS OF THE VARIOCS 


BOO1IH. 


All Decatur citizens point with feelings 


of pride to the handsome three-story bus- 
iness structure on the corner of Water 
and Prairie streets, in opera block, which 
will stand for years a monument to tho 
name and enterprise of Mr. John Ullrich, 
the wholesale grocer. 
The building, 


which was erected at a cost of 325,000, is 
built solidly, from basement to roof, of 
the beat brick, and tho side and front 
are generously ornamented with stone. 
The structure fronts on our beautiful city 
park, and none but French plate glass 
window panes of regulation thickness are 
used. On the Water and Prairie street 
sides are smooth stone pavements 14 feet 
wide, and under them are a number of 
coal bins, so that it will be observed every 
inch of space is utilized. The steam heat- 
ing apparatus, in charge of Janitor Bob- 
inson, is located in the west end of tho 
basement, and the supply of steam is suf- 
ficient in the coldest weather to keep all 
of the many store and business offices in 
the building comfortable and cosy. The 
structure occupies one of the most prom- 
inent corners in the city, looms up grand- 
ly, and cannot fail to attract tho eye and 
admiration of the visitor, who will feel 
like remarking: "That's n splendid cor. 
nor building. Who built it'!" 


THE RATIONAL BANK. 


The first floor of the building ia used 


as the new banking house of the Decatur 
National Bank, and of course President 
Hill, Cashier Boby, Geo. W. Bright, Chas. 
M. Allison, J. A. Merriweathor, and even 
James Bobertg, the messenger, are as 
proud of the now quarters as if they 
owned the entire capital of tho solid in- 
stitution which they manage so carefully 
and judiciously. Tho space occupied by 
the bank is 20x50 feet, not including tho 
President's consultation room, which has 
a door opening on Prairio street. The 
vault is built up Eolid from below the 
floor of the basement, and in it is that 
wonderful cannon-ball burglar-proof safe, 
with its time lock and combination lover 
arrangement, which tho BF.PIJBMOA.X de- 
scribed a short time ago. The elegantly 
veneered hardwood counters and desks 
are arranged in tho well-lighted aad ven- 
tilated room with special reference to the 
convenience of the public and the officials, 
and it can be truthfully asserted that 
there is no more centrally located or con- 
venient banking room in Deoatnr. 


STORE BOOMS. 


On tho first floor at tho rear of the bank, 


each fronting on Prairie street, are tUrce 
store rooms, each 20 feet deep. These 
rooms are entirely independent of each 
other and aro occupied by Henry Ebcrt, 
the confectioner, H. Poet, the jeweler, 
and James Veale, the tailor. Each room, 
like the bank, has a French plate glass 
front, and is supplied with tho steam 
heating radiators, as aro all the rooms. 


SPLENDID OFFICES*. 


The entrance to'the upper floors is by 


means of a wide elbow stairway which is 
reached from tho Prairie street side of 
the building at tho rear of the bank.

THE DEFENSE. 


During yesterday afternoon Dr. Caaa 


Chenoweth gave expert testimony for the 
Peonle in the Dr. James D. Wheeler mur- 
der trial. His cross-examination was con- 
cluded at the hour of adjournment, and 
this morning Dr. Josiah Brown testified 
professionally until five minutes of eleven 
o'clock. 


After Dr. Brown had left the stand Mr. 


Johns asked that the instrument alleged 
to have been used and the soiled skirt 
that had been taken off by Miss Risley 
on the 2Gth of September, the day she 
was taken sick, be allowed to go to the 
jury. The defense objected, but Judge 
Smith permitted the articles to go to the 
jury, and they were placed in charge of 
the sheriff for safe keeping. 


The People here rested their case. 


TUB DEFENSE. 


After a brief delay Mr. Zink, of counsel 


for the defendant, called the names of 37 
witnesses for tho defense, and a large 
number being present they, with the de- 
fendant, were sworn by Clerk MoClellan. 


The first witness called to tho stand was 


Kichard O'Bannon, a Litchfield merchant, 
aged T."), who testified that he had known 
the defendant intimately for many years, 
and never heard his reputation for truth, 
chastity and morality brought in ques- 
tion. He knew Wheeler's reputation to 
bo good. Had known him since 1861. 
Never heard of n word to the effect that 
Wheeler had been iu any trouble either 
at Raymond or Xanesville, 111. Never 
heard of bis reputation as n physician or 
citizen brought in question. 


Squiro Kessinger, merchant and post- 


master of Raymond, 111., testified that he 
has lived at Raymond seven years, nnd 
had formerly resided nt Litchfield for 20 
years. Had known Dr. Wheeler since 
1800, when he lived at Zanesville. Knew 
his friends and neighbors. Was intimate- 
ly acquainted with Wheeler at Raymond 
tip to the time of his removal to Decatur 
iu 1881. Know his general reputation 
for i irtue and chastity to bo good, and 
that ho was n good, law-abiding citizen. 
His reputation as a skillful and upright 
practitioner was good. Had known de- 
fendant as a general practicing physician 
since 18GO. 


A number of other witnesses from 


Montgomery and Maconpin counties, to 
prove the good reputation of tho defend- 
ant, 
were examined. Peter Sells, Fred. 


Jones, John McDonald, and a number of 
other persoim residing in Decatur, will be 
introduced by tlio defense with a view, 
doubtless, of impeaching Fred, Stommel.
